She report from Berlin stated thet it is estimated that three hundred mub- 
warines of the Soviet Baltic fleet will be headquartered at Rugen, and 

stated that the entire peningula north of the Bay ia new blocked for 

sivilien treffic. 


The story also stated thet the Southeastern pert pert of Rugen, the peninsule of 
*, is now a rocket testing station affiliated with the large rocket 
center at Peenenunde. 


The Zeitung leo reported that the North coastal strip at Rugen is full of 
reter stations end watch towers.. 
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Generel Chuiker ves reported to have visited the fortifications on 

Rugen within pest few months and to have inspected the combined train- 
ing of a reported 30 thousend Soviet troops, and 10 thousand Eastern German 
Bee Peoples Police. The istter organization is reported to he subordinate 
to ersy group headquarters at Pasewalk (Poweranis), and ie said to be 
treined by five hundred Soviet officers. They are dressed in Peoples Police 
uniforms but their insignia ia thet of the Soviet Army. 


Also reported converted to military barracks are the very lerge eet baths 
whieh were built by Hitler for vaeationists at Perow. 


I sav these fneilities in 1939. There vere a number of buildings of four 
or five stories which were adequate to accommodate 20 thousend vaerntioners 


- to be sent there through the "Strength Phrough Joy" movement of the Nazis. 


hese buildings are now being utilized as militery perrackes by East German 
Peoples Poli¢e. 


Also reported is the fact that the highway from Binz-Parow bas many uder- 
ground garages for tanks. 


A new Boviet eirfield is reported to have been recently eptablished at 
Dasgarten, west of Streisund. The new field is seid to have several runways, 
three kilometers or more in length which are suitable for bombers. 


Yne report also stated that some Soviet 7 12 bombers are now based on Rugen. 
nis surprised me as during World Wer IZ there were no air bases on the 
Jelend of Rugen and in general it co that the terrain ia not 
suitable for land based planes. /See ; 25X1A2g 
Yt has also been reported that there are numeroue sites being ereeted et 
Rugen for leunching of ¥-type rockets. 


he article stated that the Baltic sea woatt is being fortified so heavily 
that it ie being ealled the “Red Gibralter", and goneluded that the in- 
etallations are such thet it appears they are primarily for offensive pur- 
poses. 
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
